NEW POWER COMMISSION 


HERE are many federal commissions, little and big, 

set up all around Washington, about which the pub- 
lic rarely hears, and about which they care little or nothing. 
There is a feeling that a lot of them were created to take 
care of lame ducks. 

But the new Federal Power Commission is different. A 
rapid awakening of public consciousness is going on in the 
matter of our natural water power.

ALL MUST EAT 


NE principle must stand out clear and undisputed jn 

these difficult times, and that is that nobody shall | 
permitted to starve as long as there is food in the whole 
country. That is a joint obligation of society and of the 
government. Picture a group of some 50 people on an 
island where some half dozen have managed to accumulate 
depots of food while the others are struck by drought or 
some other misfortune and left without anything to eat. 
The food on the island would be shared—either volun- 
tarily or involuntarily. Society’s obligation in this respect 
is recognized in the regular feeding of prisoners, no matter 
how scarce food may be. Decent people who have food 
are willing to share it with the unfortunate hungry, whether 
pay is forthcoming or not. If any are unwilling to share 
in such circumstances they will, if necessary, be compelled 
by the government—or by the hungry mobs obeying the 
first law of nature, self-preservation.

THE RIGHT EDUCATION 


UST now many serious thinkers are doubting the value 
of the regular college education.

This is certainly the transition age for higher education. 
But big business men themselves are now speaking out 
to prevent the reaction from going too far.

The leader must have an un- 
derstanding of principles. This is another way of saying 
that he needs the cultural background and the expanded 
mind that will make him a clear thinker. Business as 
profession, said Owen D. Young, head of General Electric, 
is taking its place with the learned professions.

For- 
mer Secretary of State Kellogg, Nobel peace prize winner, 
found that never before have statesmen “taken so many 
steps to settle their differences without war as at the pres- 
ent time.” He found no indications of war. Then that 
supposed firebrand, Mussolini, generally considered the most 
threatening source of war in Europe, made a radio speech 
to America expressing his horror of war, and concluded by 
saying, “Italy—let me repeat it—will never take the 
initiative of starting a war.” 
It really appears that all the great nations of the world 
are thinking peace—and as we think,’‘so it is. 
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A House Divided Against Itself Reports 


HE latest Back-to- 
T Booze movement, 

which got such 
an exaggerated idea of 
the national state of mind from lusty 
wet choruses in metropolitan areas, 
suffered a rude jolt in the belated re- 
port of the Wickersham commission. 
And it is due to suffer another one in 
the anticipated (it’s a 100-to-1 shot) 
Supreme Court ruling against the des- 
perate attempt to attack the validity 
of the 18th amendment through Fed- 
eral Judge Clark of Newark. 

Wets as well as drys profess to find 
solace in the Wickersham report, but 
impartial survey shows the balance to 
be decidedly in favor of the drys. Of 
the 11 probers appointed by President 
Hoover two personally favor outright 
repeal (former Secretary of War Baker 


.of Ohio and Monte M. Lemann of 


Louisiana), four are satisfied with 
present conditions (Judges William S. 
Kenyon of Iowa, Paul J. McCormick of 
California, and William I. Grubb of 
Alabama and Chairman George W. 
Wickersham—though the latter per- 
sonally favors a national referendum), 
and five favor revision to meet certain 
weaknesses in the enforcement struc- 
ture (President Ada L. Comstock of 
Radcliffe college, Dean Roscoe Pound 
of Harvard law school, Judge Kenneth 
Mackintosh of Washington, Frank J. 
Loesch of Illinois and Henry W. An- 
derson of Virginia). 

The commission, as a whole, finds 
many unsatisfactory conditions, yet 
at the same time sees continued im- 
provement and therefore makes rec- 
ommendations to make enforcement 
more effective. The report takes on 
its decided dry tone when, contrary to 
wet hopes, it declares against either 
repeal or modification of the existing 
laws. It is opposed to beer and light 
wines or federal or state sale of liquor 
and is unanimous in agreeing that the 
18th amendment itself could be 
Strengthened or weakened (whichever 
way you look at it) by rewriting it 
to read: 


The Congress shall have power to regu- 
late or to prohibit the manufacture, traffic 
in or transporation of intoxicating liquors 
within, the importation thereof into and 
the exportation thereof from the United 
States and all territory subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof for beverage pur- 
poses, 


_And if this is not sufficiently con- 
vincing, President Hoover’s message 
transmitting this “temperate and judi-

amendment but the President dis- 
suaded it. And drys are not the only 
ones who profess to see in it the pros- 
pect of Hoover and a dry platform at 
the 1932 Republican convention. Lest 
the Wickersham report be misinter- 
preted, the President personally sums 
it up as being against repeal and “seek- 
ing constructive steps to advance the 
national ideal of eradication of the so- 
cial and economic and political evils 
of this traffic, to preserve the gains 
which have been made, and to elimi- 
nate the*difficulties which have arisen 
under this experiment.” 

Mr. Hoover accepts the report as 
from a commission that “clearly recog- 
nizes the gains which have been made 
and is resolute that those gains should 
be preserved.” Incidentally, he hopes 
the report should “clarify the public 


mind” and_ stimulate 
the public thought. Mr. 
Hoover is. evidently 
drier than his commis- 
sion, for he does not recommend the 
commission’s proposed revision of the 
amendment, saying: 


My own duty and that of all executive 
Officials is clear to enforce the law with 
all the means at our disposal without 
equivocation or reservation. 


The report was another surprise in 
that it did not go into the maze of sta- 
tistics and other figures anticipated. 
Mr. Wickersham intimated that there 
were too many conflicting minds in his 
committee to wrestle with the deluge 
of pro and con propaganda. 

The wet faction is particularly dis- 
pleased that the commission made a 
joint statement of recommendations 
that “contradict” the personal views 
of the individual members. They 
charge that this was done to mollify 
the drys. The latter, for their part, 
do not see any contradiction but re- 
gard the findings as an earnest effort to 
compromise so many divergent views. 

Looking at the report from another 
angle, the question naturally presents: 
Just what has the Wickersham com- 
mission really accomplished? 

The emphatic answer from certain 
quarters is, “Nothing,” outside of, per- 
haps, smoking out the President. The 
Wickersham group has proved to be a 
house divided against itself. The com- 
mission, officially named the National 
Commission on Law Observance and 
Enforcement, was expected to bring 
in a report on law enforcement in gen- 
eral. This report, submitted nearly 
two years after the commission was 
appointed, touches only on _ prohibi- 
tion. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Wickersham has long been recognized 
as pro-wet and, according to a daugh- 
ter of President Wilson, a man “who 
weaves in and out among the facts.” 
At the time he was appointed Mr. 
Wickersham was asked whether it was 
possible the commission might report 
prohibition unworkable. He replied 
with a smile, “Intellectually it is pos- 
sible but improbable!” 

So, unless the Wickersham report 
invites some legislation on Capitol 
Hill, the general status of prohibition 
is left pretty much as if the group had 
never reported. Commission reports 
are invariably lukewarm compromises 
or unreconciled views. The Wicker- 
sham commission is a glaring com- 
posite of both examples. 
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WHAT CURE FOR WAR? 

It is the man behind the gun, not 
the gun itself, which is the menace 
to peace, said Major General John F. 
O’Ryan, addressing the sixth annual 
conference of the National Conference 
on the Cause and 
Cure of War, meet- 
ing at Washington. as 
Which statement 
epitomizes the sen- 
timents expressed 
by several other 
speakers, The 


World war com- 
mander of the 27th 
division further 
declared: “I do not TG 


believe attempts to 
limit maintained 
armament will ac- 
complish anything effective and per- 
manent in the attainment of a war- 
free world. Rather do I believe that 
such attempts will lead to further mis- 
understandings and friction.” 

Former Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce Warner named the airplane as 
perhaps the gravest menace to the 
success of efforts for disarmament 
agreements, for in the air it proves 
difficult to define what is to be limited 
or disarmed. Admirals William V. 
Pratt and Mark L. Bristol warned 
against placing too much confidence in 
the theory that disarmament will bring 
world peace. 

Opposed to the military viewpoint, 
Carrie Chapman Catt, chairman of the 
conference, declared the chief cause 
of war to be competition in armament 
building and that its only cure is in 
pacts of peace and disarmament. 
Reminiscing, Mrs. Catt said that at the 
first conference, in 1925, speakers 
enumerated as many as 257 causes of 
war and “they went home leaving us 
to find the cures!” Resolutions were 
passed urging an extra Congress ses- 
sion, if necessary, to consider World 
Court entry and against compulsory 
military training in schools and 
colleges.

PURSUIT OF CRIME 


“I’m Al Capone,” shouted a man in 
the audience of a South State street, 
Chicago, theater, jumping over the 
footlights onto the stage. The chorus 
screamed and fled and as the new- 
comer, who later gave his real name 
as William Carshak, leaned over the 
pit to tell the orchestra to play some- 
thing he was taken in tow by police. 
Which goes to show how Mr. Capone 
is “respected” in his home town. 


Just a few hours previously the Rex 
hotel operated by Dennis (“The 
Duke”) Cooney, Capone lieutenant, 
in the same district was raided by 
trusted detectives of the state’s at- 
torney’s office, netting two _ safes 
which contained information describ- 
ed as “probably the most important,

most vital and most astounding in the 
history of corruption in Chicago.” 
Ledgers are said to show dealings 


between Capone gangsters, politicians, ° 


policemen and public officials whose 
names the investigators “do not even 
dare to talk about yet.” Even a con- 
gressman is involved. 

Another raid, though of another 
color, took the manager and 22 em- 
ployees of the Ukiah Grape Products 
Co., Inc., by surprise in Kansas City. 
This one was for alleged violation of 
the prohibition law, it being charged 
that the salesmen, working in Kansas 
and Missouri, gave their customers 
verbal instructions how to manufac- 
ture wine from grape juice. 

Meanwhile the corruption probe in 
New York reached a point where 
Mayor Walker was held to himself 
need a “long rest” after he had order- 
ed suspension of sick leaves for mag- 
istrates under inquiry. 


BANK PROBE OPENS 


The long heralded banking investi- 
gation opened with Comptroller of the 
Currency John W. Pole urging sum- 
mary removal of bank officials for mis- 
management and penalizing directors 
of banks that fail. Declaring that 
changed economic trends have weak- 
ened small local banks in agricul- 
tural areas by shifting the “cream of 
the banking business” to large city 
banks, in the federal reserve system, 
Mr. Pole sees little future for the 
former and advocates extension of 
branch banking. Mr. Pole lays 90 per 
cent of the bank failures of the past 
five years to rural banks. He agrees 
with Frank A. Vanderlip that banks 
should be “absolutely” divorced from 
financing companies, 

According to R. G. Dun and Co., 
there were 934 bank failures last year 
as compared with 437 the year previ- 
ous. More than 400 of 1930’s “‘busts” 
were in the South. However, the Sen-

failures; it has been on the schedule 
for some time and is expected to lx 
the most sweeping since the Federal 
Reserve was inaugurated 17 years ago. 
Rome C. Stephenson, president of the 
American Bankers’ Association, sounds 
a note of optimism by asserting that 
as a result of the elimination of “un- 
deniable weaknesses” in the country’s 
banking structure in 1930, today “we 
have the strongest banking system 
ever enjoyed and one worthy of the 
highest confidence of all our people.” 


MISSISSIPPI FLOOD CONTROL 

Moving some 500,000,000 cubic yards 
of earth—twice as much as that exca- 
vated from the Panama Canal—is no 
mere child’s play. Yet such a task is 
being undertaken in an attempt to end 
once and for all the disastrous flood 
element of the Mississippi valley re- 
gion. Already about a sixth of this 
amount has been placed in the levees 
and, according to Colonel Ernest 
Graves of the river commission, about 
60 per cent of the area affected by the 
project is reasonably safe from flood 
danger. It’s an ill drought that doesn’t 
do some good, and in last summer’s 
instance it so sapped the flow of 
streams and left the earth in such a 
highly absorbent condition that there 
is said to be little danger of flood this 
spring. Further, the low river levels 
gave engineers an excellent “break,” 
allowing them to hasten work on 
strengthening of levees. 


CORN IS AGAIN KING 


The wheat slump has caused corn to 
again occupy the chief pit at the 
Chicago Board of Trade. Thus, corn 
again becomes “king” of a country) 
which it ruled in this nation’s early 
years. But whether the change is «0 
evil or a blessing depends on the point 
of view—particularly in these hectic 
times. Arthur Cutten, big Chicago 
grain trader, sees no future in the 
American market “as long as the gov- 
ernment continues its present opera- 
tions” (a slap at the Federal Farm 
Board invasion of the future market) 
and has accordingly shifted his trad- 
ing activities to the Winnipeg, Canada, 
exchange. However, Chairman Legge 
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of the Farm Board sticks to the view 
that a market freed of gambling will 
in the end work out to the advantage 
of the American farmer. 


HUNGRY AND JOBLESS 


While Congress was battling over 
Red Cross funds, “The Greatest 
Mother in the World” (as the Red 
Cross is known) concentrated on re- 
lief measures in Arkansas and estab- 
lished a state-wide system of free 
noonday lunches for schoolchildren. 
From Oklahoma City came a report 
that 300 jobless and hungry men had 
raided a grocery store in the down- 
town section before tear gas could be 
used to check them. At Albany, N. Y., 
five members of an unemployed dele- 
gation which waited on the assembly 
were ejected for shouting, “Give 
the unemployed jobs,” and at New 
York’s city hall there was another

DOMINION-STATUS OFFERED 


Premier MacDonald brought the 
round table conference in London to 
a close with an offer of dominion- 
status for India. All the delegates ex- 
pressed themselves as gratified by the 
results of the conference. Responsible 
government and membership in the 
British family of nations was practi- 
cally the only plan which the con- 
ference considered seriously. The 
plan finally agreed upon goes much 
further toward dominion-status than 
that recommended by the famous 
Simon report. MacDonald stated that 
his government would be willing to 
grant amnesty to all the thousands of 
political prisoners in India if it re- 
ceived assurances that order would be 
restored in that unhappy country. The 
new plan of government will be pro- 
posed in the form of a bill introduced 
in Parliament, where it will be sup- 
ported by the Laborites and Liberals 
and opposed bitterly by the Conser- 
vatives. 


FUMES CAUSED DEATH 


A committee headed by Director 
Dehallu of the Liege Observatory to 
determine the cause of the mysterious 
deaths from fog in the Meuse valley 
reported that abnormal meteorological 
conditions were the primary cause. 
The committee found that a dense fog 
accompanied by little wind permitted 
the fumes from the Liege factories and 
other industries in the valley to con- 
taminate the atmosphere. Most of the 
70 fatalities, post mortems showed, 
were due to heart failure induced by 
inflammation of the respiratory organs 
caused in turn by irritating substances 
in the fog. 


MEXICANS WANT TERRITORY 


Several members of the Mexican 
House of Deputies suggested that 
Mexico buy from the United States 
a strip of American territory along 
the Colorado river. Efrain Pineda is 
leader of the group and he wishes 
to settle the Colorado river water 
problem. The deputies stated that 
they would ask President Rubio to 
permit a fund to be raised for the 
purpose by national subscription. 


SOVIET FINANCES 


The immensity of the financial ac- 
tivities of the Soviet government can 
be gathered from the plans for the 
1931 budget presented to the central 
executive committee by Gregory Grin- 
ko, commissar of finance. Grinko esti- 
mated that the total expenditures of 
the Soviet government during the next 
fiscal year would be 30,200,000,000 
rubles. Since the ruble has a nominal 
value of 50 cents, this estimate in- 
volves more than $15,000,000,000, and 
is the largest national budget any na- 
tion has ever proposed. The Soviet’s

JEWISH RIGHTS DEFINED 

The Fascist government published a 
new law regulating and defining the 
rights and functions of the Jewish 
communities in Italy. The Jewish 
communities are united into a fed- 
erated union of such communities and 
all Jews are required to be members of 
the Jewish community in which they 
live and can cease to be members only 
through conversion to another religion 
or by a formal declaration that they 
no longer desire to be considered 
Jews. A “consulta rabbinica” of three 
members is provided to advise the 
union of Jewish communities on re- 
ligious matters. 


EAGLE WRECKS PLANE 

According to a report from Lahore, 
India, two army aviators were killed 
near Risalpur when their plane col- 
lided with an eagle at an altitude of 
800 feet. The bird had a wing spread 
of eight feet. One of the airmen jump- 
ed, but his parachute failed to open; 
the other was killed when the plane 
crashed. 


EXCLUSION GALLS JAPAN 

In an annual survey of foreign af- 
fairs -delivered before the opening 
meeting of the Diet at Tokyo the Jap- 
anese foreign minister, Baron Kijuro 
Shidehara, made a significant refer- 
ence to American exclusion laws. The 
friendly relations of Japan with the 
United States, said Baron Shidehara, 
are entirely satisfactory and will, he

A group of French writers, scholars 
and scientists signed and published |! 
Paris a protest against the execution 
last September of 48 Russian intellect- 
uals by the Soviet government. “Thes: 
Russian citizens were shot withoul 
trial and without any opportunity for 
their defense, by order of the Ogpu 
political police,” declares the protest. 
“The horror of such executions co! 
stitutes a provocation against the hu- 
man conscience.” Among the distin- 
guished names on the protest was thai 
of Paul Painleve, French minister of 
war during the World war.

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DOINGS OF CONGRESS 





MORE RELIEF 


HE Senate passed the $125,000,000 
T deficiency appropriation bill and 

returned it to the House for ap- 
proval of amendments. It provides 
$20,000,000 for public works to employ 
some 30,000 persons; $3,000,000 for 
medical supplies for stricken areas; 
$1,000,000 for launching the maternity 
act and half a million dollars for 130 
additional dry agents. Meanwhile the 
House appropriated $11,500,000 for the 
Prohibition Bureau after wets had 
eliminated $50,000, for dry law propa- 
ganda. Federal prohibition agents 
would be increased from 1,400 to 1,900. 
The Interior bill, carrying $25,000,000 
for Red Cross relief, had becn previ- 
ously passed by the Senate after hot 
debate occasioned by the President’s 
plea that this “dole” was not necessary 
and the Red Cross’s own statement 
that it prefers voluntary support. How- 
ever Senator Robinson and others 
argued that immediate aid was nec- 
essary. 


WICKER-SLAMS AND BOUQUETS 


The comparative silence which 
greeted the reading of the Wickersham 
90,000-word report and the President’s 
accompanying message on “the Hill” 
was made up by the noise of subse- 
quent events in both houses of Con- 
gress. Dry Solons accepted the find- 
ings as a boost to their cause but wets 
were insistent to know how such dry 
recommendations could be made by a 
personally wet majority. The wets 
seemed unable to reconcile 90 pages of 
the original report (in pamphlet form 
it occupies 286 pages) devoted to 
“evils” of the dry law with the four 
reciting its benefits. Senator Tydings 
(wet Dem.) of Maryland wanted an in- 
vestigation while on the House side, 
Representative LaGuardia (wet Rep.) 
of New York figured that the consti- 
tutional amendment suggested by the 
committee would make the return of 
beer the easier and promptly offered 
such a measure. His colleague, Lehl- 
back of New Jersey, introduced a reso- 
lution to repeal the 18th amendment 
and Hull ef Illinois asked for three per 
cent beer. Senator Fess of Ohio, chair- 
man of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, congratulated the President 
on his “dry” stand just about the time 
that Chairman Wickersham was brand- 
ing as “absolutely untrue and without 
any foundation whatever” the rumor 
that the President had helped dictate 
the commission’s findings. Jouett 
Shouse of the Democratic National 
Committee attacked the President for 
his “insincerity” in “wasting” $500,000 
on such a report but was studiously 
careful not to assail Mr. Hoover’s dry- 
ness. The degree of the President’s 
dryness was debated, and even Fess 
declared that Hoover’s stand “did not 
close the door to any revision.” Spur- 
red by wires from editors confused

BREAD AND WHEAT 


The Senate, without debate, voted to 
determine why bread prices have not 
come down in proportion with the de- 
cline in wheat. Senators Wagner 
(Dem.) of New York and Brookhart 
(Rep.) of Iowa sponsored the resolu- 
tion. The Capper subcommittee of the 
Senate committee of agriculture plans 
an ultimate investigation into cost of 
all foods in relation to the low prices 
farmers receive for their produce. 
Over the radio and elsewhere Senator 
Capper (Rep.) of Kansas has been be- 
rating combines and mergers in gen- 
eral, contending that the “concentra- 
tion of power and wealth in few 
hands” presents a serious problem. 
The Senate agricultural committee ap- 
proved a bill to authorize distribution 
of 20,000,000 stored bushels of Federal 
Farm Board wheat to hungry people. 
Originally 40,000,000 bushels were spe- 
cified but the Farm Board said that 
half that amount should be sufficient. 
Under the independent appropriation 
bill reported in the House, the Federal 
Farm Board would get $100,000,000 
more to devote to its effort to stabi- 
lize prices of farm products. 


WORLD COURT TAKES ROOT 


For nearly three hours Elihu Root, 
now 86, argued before the Senate for- 


eign relations committee for the com- 


promise protocol for which President 
Hoover seeks membership for the 
United States in the World Court. The 
former secretary of state denied there 
are longer any entangling alliances, 
claiming that the revised protocol 
“does not in the slightest degree modi- 
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fy the Senate’s reservation.” He 
further contended that the United 
States is amply protected by another 
Senate reservation, already accepted 
by the powers, “which makes the 
agreement terminable at will.” In 
answer to a question by Chairman 
Borah, court foe, as to whether the 
court could render an advisory opin- 
ion affecting the United States without 
our consent Mr. Root expressed a nega- 
tive opinion. Senator Reed of Penn- 
sylvania suggested additional reserva- 
tions to meet the menace of advisory 
opinions. 


CONGRESSIONAL TITBITS 

President Hoover asked Congress to 
appropriate $35,000 for American partici- 
pation in the drug conference at Geneva 
May 27. 

A resolution offered by Senator Dill 
(Dem.) of Washington to _ investigate 
awarding of air mail contracts was adopt- 
ed by the Senate, 

Headed by flags and a band, 500 vet- 
erans marched to the Capitol to demand 
cash redemption of adjusted compensa- 
tion certificates as provided in Patman bill 
which Secretary Mellon opposes, 


The limousine which goes with the 
speakership of the House ceased to be a 
joke when Mr. Longworth called off a 
humorous debate he was to have had with 
Democratic Floor Leader Garner on the 
subject after Representative Parks (Dem.) 
of Arkansas heatedly suggested that it be 
sold at auction to furnish additional re- 
lief funds. 


During debate over establishment of a 
park in the Everglades, Representative 
LaGuardia (Rep.) of New York question- 
ed the advisability of spending money on 
land that was “under water about half the 
time.”

THE FRANKLIN STATUE 

In the Senate wing of the Capitol, 
facing the east grand staircase stands 
an unusual statue of Benjamin Frank- 
lin. It is by Hiram Powers, sculptor 
of the companion statue of Thomas 
Jefferson at the foot of the correspond- 
ing staircase in the House wing and 
the bust of Chief Justice Marshall in 
the Supreme Court room but whose 
“Greek slave” brought him the most 
fame. The Franklin statue is of espe- 
cial interest to visitors because, though 
of marble, the extending length of 
coat at the figure’s left when slightly 
tapped by a guide (as guides will) 
gives forth a ringing sound. Uncle 
Sam paid $10,000 for this piece. 

Art critics say this is a “passive” 
work but it has always caught the 
fancy of the writer as he trudges up 
and down this staircase of Tennessee 
marble to dig up news and oddities 
for Pathfinder readers.

composite “crown prince” and 

Charles A. Lindbergh, has gone 
to South America to drum up a lion’s 
share of trade for his country. He goes 
there ostensibly to open the British 
trade exhibition in Buenos Aires but 
his trip is really a business one—to sell 
England’s goods and good will. 

His reputation as an ambassador of 
trade will be put to a severe test, for 
South America has lately been shaken 
by revolutions and Argentina was one 
of the countries which suffered. Ar- 
gentina happens to be the best cus- 
tomer of the United States in Latin 
America, so there is some talk of 
Colonel Lindbergh making a flying trip 
there during the Prince’s visit just to 
show what a good American good will 
salesman can do. 

The Prince of Wales left England 
without indicating any inclination to 
fulfill his supposed promise to marry. 
He is said to have told the Duchess of 
York that if her second child should 
be a girl he would marry within the 
year. It was. The second girl was 
born Aug. 21, 1930. So the Prince has 
until that time next August for his 
courtship. But there are no royal 
princesses in South America. Still, it 
may be a case of “business before 
pleasure.” London gossip has it that 
he has lately been rushing Lady May 
Cambridge, daughter of the Duke of 
Athlone. At any rate, Edward P. goes 
to South America able to speak six 
languages, including golf in which his 
best score is 88 for 18 holes. 


T's Prince of Wales, Britain’s 


PRINCE OF WALES TITLE 


The Argentine visit of the Prince of 
Wales revives interest in the title and 
status of Britain’s heir apparent. 

Prince Edward, fourth son of Ed- 
ward I, was the first heir apparent to 
the English throne to bear the title, 
Prince of Wales. The title itself was 
borrowed from the Welsh princes of 
the 13th century and was conferred on 
Edward by the Lincoln Parliament in 
1301 to commemorate his father’s con- 
quest of Wales and to soothe the na- 
tional pride of the Welsh. 

Henry III recognized Llewelyn ap 
Jorwerth as “Prince of North Wales,” 
but withdrew the title in 1229. Lle- 
welyn ap Gryffydd in 1256 assumed 
the more pretentious title Prince of 
Wales. The English government sanc- 
tioned his title in 1267 and gave him 
the privilege of receiving homage from 
the other nobles of his principality. 
In 1277, however, this prince was com- 
pelled to submit to Edward I, who de- 
creed that the title Prince of Wales 
should cease at Llewelyn’s death. 

Llewelyn took up arms against the 
crown again in 1282. According to 
an old prophecy of Merlin, a Prince 
of Wales would be crowned in Lon- 
don “when English money became 
round.” This prophecy, Llewelyn 


convinced his credulous subjects, was 
at last fulfilled when the British issued 
new copper coins and enacted a pro- 
hibition against breaking silver pen- 
nies into halves and quarters, as was 
then the common practice. But Edward

I promptly crushed the rebellion and 
reconquered Wales. Llewelyn fell in 
battle, and thus passed away the last 
Prince of Wales who could, speak 
Welsh. 

There is a legend that Edward prom- 
ised the Welsh that if they would cease 
resistance he would place over them 
a native-born prince who could not 
speak a word of English. It so hap- 
pened that two years after Llewelyn’s 
death Queen Eleanor gave birth to a 
son at Carnarvon Castle in Wales. The 
king, according to the legend, kept his 
promise by conferring the title Prince 
of Wales on his fourth son, who later 
became heir apparent and finally as- 
cended the throne as Edward IL. 

Although this Prince Edward was 
the first to bear the title as heir ap- 
parent, it was not conferred on him 
until 1301. Later Edward the Black 
Prince bore the same title. He did not 
survive his father Edward III and con- 
sequently never became king. Since 
his time the title has been conferred 
on most of the heirs apparent to the 
English crown. It is not inherited, 
although any sovereign may make the 
male heir apparent Prince of Wales by 
letters patent. If a Prince of Wales 
dies before his father does the title 
is extinguished, as it is when the 
prince becomes king, and it has no 
further existence except by creation. 

The world’s biggest joke would be 
if the present heir apparent should 
get married and the stork dropped 
around and left him a pair of twins— 
both girls.

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A Forgotten Legion 
Uncle Sam Has been Generous in Providing Aid for Disabled 
Male Veterans—but What About the Women? 


provide aid for disabled women 

war workers reveals some hith- 
erto not generally known information 
about members of this sex who an- 
swered Uncle Sam’s call to service in 
that emergency. 

At the present time 36,000 women 
are eligible to hospital treatment and 
other relief under the veterans’ act. 
This includes 23,000 army nurses, 
13,000 navy nurses and yeomanettes 
and 417 “marines F.” (feminine). Of 
this total a little more than 2,300 are 
receiving compensation and 250 being 
hospitalized. The latter are not cared 
for at the regular veteran hospitals 
but have to go to local private insti- 
tutions, their care and treatment being 
paid for by the Veterans Bureau. 

But there were approximately 10,000 
women who did welfare work over- 
seas, not including secret service 
agents and employees of the State and 
Treasury Departments who, 12 years 
after the war, are still not entitled to 
the same treatment. Some of these 
overseas women are now incapacitated 
as a result of their war work and it 
is for their benefit that the Women’s 
Overseas Service League, aided by 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, is trying to push legislation in- 
troduced by Representative Crail of 
California. 


The first measure introduced, to 
grant hospitalization only to women 
who served overseas during the war 
(there were about 22,000 all told), 
was blocked on the ground that it 
would invite similar consideration for 
the men who served overseas with 
the Red Cross, W. M. C. A., Y. M. H. A. 
and other welfare agencies. The pres- 
ent bill (H. R. 2376) makes no distinc- 
tion between the overseas work and

the domestic service of army workers. 
All told, there were 225,000 civilian 
employees of the army at home and 
abroad, of which number about one- 
half were women. 

“Fifty-one per cent of the women 
who served overseas were under the 
welfare class and as such are not en- 
titled now to hospitalization or com- 
pensation,” reports Miss Hazel Neil- 
son of the Women’s Overseas Service 
League, adding: “Yet some of these 
women are disabled and their health 
broken.” That is why this organiza- 
tion—headquarters at 598 Twenty- 
ninth avenue, San Francisco, is taking 
a census of all disabled women war 
workers. 


ARMY NURSE CORPS 


Until 30 years ago Uncle Sam con- 
sidered war strictly as men’s busi- 
ness. Nursing by women in the Civil 
war was of a volunteer type, barely 
tolerated by the government, but 
which produced its Louise Gibson in 
the North and Ella K. Newsome, 
“Dixie’s Florence Nightingale,” in the 
South. It required the typhoid fever 
crisis of 1898 and the work of Flor- 
ence Nightingale in the Crimean war 
to secure official recognition. So, in 
1901, our army nurse corps was organ- 
ized. In April, 1917, it numbered 403 
women; in 1918 it had increased to 
21,480, of which number. 10,066 saw 
service in France. Organized in the 
ratio of one nurse to every 10 patients, 
at one time 150 women were caring for 
9,000 wounded. 

In the late conflict 271 army nurses 
died, mostly from pneumonia and in- 
fluenza brought on by overwork. None 
was killed in action though one met 
death in gun drill at sea and three 
were wounded by enemy fire. Three 
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members were awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Cross—Miss Helen G. 
McClellard of Fredericktown, Ohio: 
Miss Beatrice M. MacDonald of New 
York and Isabella Stambaugh of Mif- 
flington, Pa.—for bravery under fire. 
Miss MacDonald lost an eye. Twenty- 
four other women, three of whom are 
deceased, were awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal, 36 received 
citations for conduct under fire, 15 
were giving citations for valor, and 
29 others received citations of various 
kinds. France awarded American 
nurses 28 croix de guerres and 7( 
medals of honor. Great Britain, 
Greece, Belgium, Russia and Rumania 
also awarded them various medals, 
four Florence Nightingale medals 
were given, and Sir Douglas Haig, men- 
tions 14 heroic American nurses in 
his reports. 

The army nurse corps is now headed 
by a major—a woman. But the nurses 
themselves have the military rank and 
status of officers. They are entitled 
to the salute and are an integral part 
of the uniformed forces of the nation. 
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HOW CONGRESSES ARE NUMBERED 


Since the Senate is a continuous body 
only the House of Representatives is con- 
sidered in numbering Congresses of th« 
United States. The terms of all the Rep- 
resentatives and one-third of the Sena- 
tors expire every two years and conse- 
quently a Congress is two years long. The 
Constitution went into legal effect March 
4, 1789, and the first Congress was the 
Congress between that date and March 4, 
1791, when the second Congress came into 
existence and lasted two years, and so 
on. A Congress is elected in the even 
years and takes office in the odd years. For 
instance, the first Congress was elected in 
1788 and took office in 1789; the second 
Congress was elected in 1790 and took 
office in 1791. One can easily determine 
the number of the Congress which takes 
office in any given odd year by subtract- 
ing 1789 from the date of the odd year, 
dividing by two and adding one. The Con- 
stitution provides that “the Congress 
shall assemble at least once in every year, 
and such meeting shall be on the first 
Monday in December, unless they shal! 
by law appoint a different day.” Thus 
there are at least two sessions of each 
Congress. The first regular session is the 
so-called long session, beginning in De- 
cember and lasting until the following 
spring or summer, depending on when it 
decides to adjourn. The second regular 
session is the short session, so-called be- 
cause it lasts only from December to March 
4, when the Congress comes to an end. 
This session is also known as the lame 
duck session due to the fact that many of 
its members have been defeated for re- 
election. The Constitution provides that 
the president may on extraordinary 0oc- 
casions “convene both houses or either o! 
them,” and accordingly there sometimes 
are extra or special sessions of Congress.

THINGS SCIENTIFIC 





CANCER CELL CULTIVATED 

For many years research workers 
have been trying night and day to 
artifically cultivate the cancer cell in 
the laboratory. It would help so much 
in man’s war against the dreaded dis- 
ease. Now this important step to a 
cure for cancer has been discovered 
by a young laboratory worker and his 
wife at Johns Hopkins school of medi- 
cine. After several years of study and 
experimenting under the direction of 
Dr. Warren H. Lewis, Mr. and Mrs. 
George O. Gey, of Pittsburgh, succeed- 
ed in making the cancerous tissue of 
man grow in the laboratory. The im- 
portance of the discovery was. ex- 
pressed by Dr. Joseph C. Bloodgood, 
of Johns Hopkins, who said: “We will 
now be able to study the effect of 
various therapeutic agents on the life 
of the cancer cell.” 


KEEPING MACHINE GUNS COOL 


Army officers at Aberdeen Proving 
Grounds have discovered a new way 
of keeping machine guns cool. In- 
stead of water in the cooling mechan- 
ism they use ethylene glycol. This 
chemical, they claim, doubles the fir- 
ing capacity of the guns. Unlike water, 
it ceases to boil as soon as firing is 
stopped. 


PLANS NEW TELESCOPE 


If the plans of Dr. George Willis 
Ritchey work out all right we may 
soon know the secrets of Mars and 
other planets and even take pictures 
of the “life” thereon. Dr. Ritchey, 
builder of the famous 100-inch mirror 
telescope at Mt. Wilson observatory, 
expects to build during the year a 
telescope that will really “show Mars 
up,” so to speak, 


MOON EVEN ABFECTS CLOCKS 


Did you know that the moon shining 
down from up on high can speed up 
or slow down the clocks on our man- 
tles and tables? This is the conclu- 
sion reached by Prof. E. W. Brown and 
Dirk Brouwer, Yale scientists, who 
spent four months studying the sub- 
ject. The accuracy of a clock, they 
say, is affected by its elevation or dis- 
tance from the gravity center of the 
earth. 


ETHER IN ATMOSPHERE 

Relativity speaking there isn’t any 
ether in the atmosphere and space 
“out there.” That is to say, many pro- 
ponents of Prof. Einstein’s theory ig- 
nore the possibilities of the existence 
of ether. But the father of relativity 
himself is noncommittal. He only-ad- 
mits there is a possibility. And you 
will find many books on “things sci- 
entific’? — supposedly authoritative 
books—that say the famous Michelson- 
Morely ether-drift experiments failed 
to prove the existence of any ether. 


But Dr. Dayton C. Miller, of the Case 
School of Applied Science at Cleve- 
land, says there is ether in the “air” 
and he has proof to back him up. That 
proof is in the form of the “original 
copy of the Michelson-Morley report.” 
Dr. Miller is exhibiting this record to 
show that the books are wrong. In- 
stead of saying they found no ether 
the original Michelson-Morley report 
says they did observe an “effect” such 
as they were searching for but that it 
was too small to be conclusive. And 
extensive further experiments made 
by Dr. Miller with improved ether- 
drift instruments show the same small 
“effect” previously observed. 


TELEVISION “TALKIES” 


“The transmission of talking motion 
pictures within one year is not only 
possible but probable.” That is the 
prediction of Philo T. Farnsworth, the 
24-year-old head of the Television Lab- 
oratories, Inc., at San Francisco, whose 
recent researches are credited with 
stirring up an unparalleled interest in 
television. And within two years it 
will no longer be necessary to endure 
the cold and sleet at football and other 
games. We can sit at home and get 
them play by play by television with 
sound. Anyway it sounds good. In- 
cidentally, young Farnsworth has dis- 
covered a way to transmit images on 
a narrow band of radio frequencies 
which he claims will make television 
immediately practical.

Why isn’t Lincoln’s birthday a holiday 
like Washington’s? 

February 12, Lincoln’s birthday, is a 
holiday in 21 states and Alaska, while 
February 22, Washington’s birthday, is a 
holiday in every state and territory. 
There are several reasons why Lincoln’s 
birthday is not observed as a holiday as 
extensively as Washington’s. In the first 
place Lincoln was a sectional president 
and naturally was never very popular in 
the South. Tennessee is the only former 
Confederate state which has made Lin- 
coln’s birthday a legal holiday. Then, 
too, Abe picked out a bad time to be 
born. Washington’s birthday was already 
widely observed long before Lincoln was 
born and many people felt that it was too 
much to observe two holidays in February 
within 10 days of each other, and they did 
not desire to glorify the birthday of the 
savior of the Union at the expense of the 
creator of the Union, figuratively speaking. 


Was Newman a Protestant or Catholic 
when he wrote “Lead Kindly Light”? 


John Henry Newman was a leader in 
the English Episcopal church when he 
wrote the beautiful hymn “Lead Kindly 
Light” in 1832. He was born in 1801 and 
did not become a Catholic convert until he 
was about 45. When he was 79 he was 
made a cardinal in the Catholic Church. 
He died of old age in 1890. 


What is meant by “tree calf” in book- 
binding? 

“Tree calf” is the name of a bright 
brown polished calfskin binding for books, 
stained with a conventional treelike de- 
sign on the covers. 


Does blood used in transfusions alter 
racial characteristics? 


When the blood of one race is used in 
giving blood transfusions to a person of 
another race the racial characteristics are 
not altered. For instance, if the blood 
of a colored person were used in giving a 
blood transfusion to a white man the 
white man would show no negro charac- 
teristics as a result of the operation and 
his later offspring would be in no way 
affected. 


Why are newspapers called gazettes? 


The first newspapers to be called ga- 
zettes were printed in Italy during the 
16th century. These early gazettes were 
single sheets of paper containing a sum- 
mary of current events and they were 
notorious for their untrustworthy infor- 
mation. They were called gazzettas by 
the Italians and gazettes by the French. 
Such a news sheet was printed at Venice 
as early as 1536, and 30 years later the 
Venetian government began to issue an 
official gazette known as Notizi Scritte. 
Since “gazzetta” was the name of a small 
coin struck off in those days at Venice it 
it generally believed that the news bulle- 
tins were so called because one gazzetta 





was the usual price paid for the privile, 
of reading them or hearing them reac 
If this theory is correct the name is ana- 
logous to that of the old New Orleans 
“Picayune,” which was named from a 
small coin known as the picayune. An- 
other theory, however, has been suc- 
gested, and it is not improbable. “G:z- 
zetta” is also the diminutive of “gazz..” 
Italian for magpie, which might have been 
regarded as a fitting name for the first 
gazette. 


How many generals have there been in 
the American army? 


Nine men have held the rank of ful! 
general in the American army. They are: 
Washington, Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, 
Pershing, Bliss, March, Summerall, and 
MacArthur. At present the chief of staff 
is a full general by virtue of his posi- 
tion.

ICE FROM HOT MEXICO 


In our September 27, 1930, issue you 
will find mention of the announce 
ment by the Mexican department of 
industry and commerce that oil com- 
panies in the Quiebrahacha district of 
Mexico’s famous oil fields were to 
produce dry ice—solid carbon diox- 
ide. The carbon dioxide gas flows 
from the oil wells and is solidified in 
a giant new dry ice plant. This plant 
is already in operation and ice from 
the tropics is now one of the novelties 
enjoyed in New York City. The Bu- 
reau of Engineering of the Navy De- 
partment reports that the steamship 
Panuco recently brought 460,000 
pounds of this “subzero ice” from 
tropical Mexico to our metropolis. 
What keeps it from melting? Well, as 
the bureau points out, commercial 
ships have been provided with special 
chambers to hold about 200 tons each. 
The walls, floors and ceilings of these 
chambers are insulated with a foot 
of cork board.
